unsat isf act o^cy  state  of  the  water  supply  to  Hay  a Local  Inquiry 
was  held  in  July  1959  v.'lth  the  view  of  improving  the  supply. 

The  inspector^  Mr  GoCarlyle  H„G . Inst ^CoF, , together  with  the 
Clerk  to  the  Council  and  the  Surveyor  made  a complete  inspection 
of  both  the' Llangivathan  and  Hay  Common  supply.  The  inspector, 
during  the  course  of  the  inspectioh, pointed  out  constructional 
defects  and  faults  in  both  sources  of  supplv'o 


On  the  22nd, July 

a communication  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health 
stating  that  the  Minister  of  Health  had  considered  the  report 
of  the  inspector  and  that  It  ivould  be  advantageous  if  a 
deputation  visited  the  iiinistry  for  a discussion. 


accordingly  a deputation  visited  the  Ministry 
on  the  22nd,  August  1939, 

The  whole  question  was  thoroughly  discussed  and 
at  the  end  of  the  interview'  the  Urban  Council  were  asked  to 
present  fresh  proposals  for  the  Improvement  of  the  supplies 
after  they  had  discussed  the  proceedings  of  the  interview. 
Unfortunately  the  outbreak  of  war  intervened 
before  such  fresh  proposals  could  be  formulated.
